You a re quite correct when you state that an organization with 
the a ctual'irame "Internal Revenue Service" was not eatablighed by 

law: Instead, in 16(^2, Congress approved 26 u.b.c. /auA. TTiXs 

"statute established the office of "Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue." As the act states, "The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
shall have such duties and powers as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury." In modern times these duties and 
powers flow to the Commissioner v/ho implements appropriate policy 
through the IRS. 

In addition to Section 7802, Section 7803 authorizes the 
Secretary of Treasury to employ such number of persons deemed 
proper for the administration and enforcement of the internal 
revenue laws. It is these employees who comprise the IRS. 

I have enclosed the appropriate section of the U.S. Code for 
your information. I hope you find it helpful.
